2. Claims 4, 8, 10 and 21 to 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Angeline. 

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Angeline. 

4. The teachings of Angeline, and how they relate to the instant claims, were 
detailed in the previous office action and as such this will not be repeated. The 
rationale for this rejection is maintained from the previous office action. 

The Examiner initially notes that applicants do not specifically traverse the 
Examiner's determination of the anion content in the prior art deionized water. 

The Examiner also maintains her position of inherency for the limitations of 
previous claim 6 into claim 4. Again, a chemical composition and the properties thereof 
are inseparable. Since the prior art teaches the same coating material for glass as that 
found on the claimed glass, the properties must be the same. 

Applicants' traverse this rejection by stating that the coupling agent in Angeline is 
a primer composition that never becomes an outermost layer. The Examiner disagrees. 
While the eventual end use of this composition may be as a primer, they composition is 
applied to the outermost surface of glass and forms a specific and isolated intermediate 
product. The product is the silane coupling agent on the outermost surface of the glass. 
See for instance Example 1 in which the layer was allowed to dry for 10 minutes. This 
corresponds to coated glass as claimed. See also Table II which exposes the primer to 
heat for a week. Even more relevant is the teaching on column 4, lines 24 and on, 
which states that it is possible to delay application of the polymeric coating for up to 
several months. This coated glass also corresponds to the coated glass as claimed. 

Taken another way, the Examiner notes that there is nothing in the instant claims 
that would exclude it from having an additional coating subsequently applied. Applicants 
are arguing the future intended use of the prior art composition. This is not sufficient to 
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establish a difference between the coated glass products before application of the poly- 
meric composition. 

For claim 10, note that when the glass is adhered to a substrate, such as a body 
of an automotive, the glass is inserted into the body and held in place by means of an 
adhesive between the glass and the substrate. Thus the adhesive, and the appropriate 
primer such as found in Angeline, is applied to the inner side of the glass.
